THE NATIONAL «KBT. 


Tlio Sacramento Bee says "the Amer- 


ican people have shown their anxiety to 
pay the national debt, ID order that they 
may cease paying .merest. The na- 
tional bankers and the other holders of 
the bonds are anxious ou the other side 
that the bonds shall not be paid—never 
b« paid—for they would prefer to draw 
the interest, and they are working on 
Congress to abolish certain internal 
revenues and certain tariffs, in order 
that there may not be means to pay off 
the national debt. This is pure selfish- 
ness upon their part, and on the other 
hand it is pure selfishness on the part 
of the people, who want to save them- 
selves from paying interest; but the 
people are the majority, and what is 
their interest is for the good of the mul- 
titude. The sum of $15,000,000 of the 
national debt was paid in tho month of 
December last, and we are assured that 
the reduction during the first six months 
of tha present fiscal year exceeds $81,- 
000,OOP, while tho reduction during the 
whole of the fiscal year which ended 
•with June 30, 1882. was $151,000,000. 
!The total debt is footed up now at 
$1,920,467,693 31. At the rate of last 
year's reduction the debt would be ex- 
tinguished in about twelve years. Bnt 
in the general estimate of the public 
debt the §350,000,000 of national cur- 
rency are included, which, of couise, is 
not a debt and will never have to be 
paid, because it is itself valid money and 
the most popular money we have. At 
-any rate, let us keep on getting out of 
debt. Let us reduce as fast as we prop- 
erty can the mortgage on the farm. It 
is better that the public shall have the 
interest than that the bunkois and bond- 
holders shall have it." 


A Washington special reports that 


Senator Cameron will not, under any 
•circumstances, be a candidate for re- 
flection to the Senate. Since the elec- 
tion Cameron has been consulted by the 
leading Republican managers of Penn- 
sylvania, among whom he has sustained 
the most intimate aud confidential rela- 
tions. Cameron himself, it is said, cares 
very little to enter such a fight as would 
be precipitated by an effort to retain 
.his seat. He is by no means t satisfied 
that be oould get there should ho fully 
desire to make the contest. 


The Ent3rprise says Superintendent 


Bhodes is actively working the Hum- 
boldt sulphur mine. They have a de- 
posit of pure brimstone.

THE NEXT KEPUBLIVAN NA- 


TIONAL CONVENTION. 


The Republican National Committee 


has fixed, tho apportionment for the 
next Kational Convention. 
It was de- 


cided that the Eepublican 
National 


Convention of 1884 shall consist of four 
delegates-at-large from each State, and 
two delegates from each Congressional 
district. 
The delegates-at-large shall 


be chosen by popular delegate State 
conventions called on not less than 
twenty days' published notice, and held 
not leaa than thirty nor more than sixty 
days before the time for the meeting 
of the National Convention. The Ke- 
publScans of the various Congressional 
districts shall have the option of the 
election of their dalegdtes at separate 
poputar delegate conventions, called on 
a similar notice, and held in their dis- 
tricts at any time within fifteen days 
next prior to the meeting of the State 
Conventions, or by subdivisions of the 
State Conventions intojdistrict conven- 
tions; end snob delegates shall be 
chosen in the latter method, if not 
elected previous to the meeting of the 
State Convention. All district delegates 
shall be accredited by the offices of such 
district conventions. 
Two delegates 


shall be allowed from .each Territory 
and from the District of Columbia, to 
be similarly chosen. Notices of con- 
tests may be given to the National Com- 
mittee, accompanied by full printed 
statements of the grounds of contest, 
which shall also be made public; and 
the preference in the order of hearing 
and determining contests shall be given 
by the Convention, according to the 
dates of the reception of such notices 
and statements by the National Com- 
mittee. 


It was ordered that the meeting of 


the Committee, at which the time and 
place for holding che next Eepublican 
National Convention are to be fixed, be 
set for the 13th of December next at 
Washington. 


Chandler offered the following resolu- 


tion, which was adopted without discus- 
sion: 


Resolved, That the call of the uoxt 


Republican National Convention shall 
be so broad and liberal as to invite the 
co-operation, without imposing 
any 


other test of fealty of all citizens who 
aie in faver of elevating and dignifying 
the American laborer, protecting and 
extending home industries, giving free, 
popular education to the masses of th« 
people, securing free suffrage and the 
honest counting of ballots, and effect- 
ually protecting all human rights in 
every section of our common country, 
and who are willing to support the 
nominees of the Convention.

Senator Edmunds, of Vermont, has

as Commissioner for the State of Nevada 
at the Denver Mining and Industrial 
Exposition of 1382, which was submitted 
to the Governor, is at hand. It is brief, 
b.ut embodies) the facts in,a oouois.o form. 
Mr. George urges upon the Legislature 
the advisability of appropriating the 
necessary funds to make the next ex- 
hibit ouo worthy of the State of Nevada. 
He concludes his report by saying' 
"Should the members of the Legiala- 
tnre^see fit to appropriate the necessary 
funds, I would lespeotfully suggest that 
some suitable person be appointed to 
visit the different mining camps, obtain 
specimens of the different ores, properly 
label them with the character of the 
ore, its value, name of mine and other 
data connected with it, such as depth, at 
which it was extracted, etc , all of which 
could be shipped to some central point 
on the lino of railroad, ready for final 
shipment to>the place decided upon to 
hold the next Exposition. 
In this con- 


nection I would state that a majority of 
the Commissieneia and representaties 
favored n point further east than Den- 
ver, and that Chicago seemed to be the 
choice 
The manageis of the Chicago 


Exposition expressed their willingness 
to use their influence with railroad 
managers and others to have the ores 
shipped free and returned, provided, 
that a sufficient number of the mineral 
States and Territories decided to exhibit 
there. 
Should the members of the
